Pawlik fielded 14 punts last year and parlayed them into 157 return yards, better than 11 
yards a shot, the best a weaving 67-yarder against Connecticut, On the play, Pawlik pranced 
twice that distance, bringing the ball to the Huskies’ 15 from which Rutgers scored the go- 
ahead TD in the first half.

Ed, who returned the initial 1973 kickoff against Lehigh after a 12-month layoff, vividly 
recalls another moment of truth in that game — the first pass thrown into his area. He 
intercepted it to set the stage for a Rutgers drive that resulted in the season’s first score. 

“It had been a long time since I had covered anyone ina real game, and I was anxious for the 
ball to be thrown into my area. When it came, I was lucky we were in a zone coverage and 
luckier still to be able to intercept it.” 

No matter how Pawlik and Jones play down their roles, Rutgers is fortunate to have men of 
their stature in the secondary this year. Their presence should make the Scarlet defense the 
strong suit in 1974 and opponents will have to think twice before putting the ball in the air, 
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QUESTIONS TO BE ANSWERED IN 1974 


Who will replace “JJ” Jennings, Rutgers’ record-breaking tailback who led the 
nation in scoring last fall? Who is going to be calling the signals on offense? Who is 
going to replace the 13 graduated starters and 21 lettermen? What role will the 
freshmen play in 1974? 

The solution to these and other problems faces head football coach Frank Burns 
who is in his second season after leading the team to a 6-5 record last year. 

The holder of nine Rutgers rushing, scoring and total 
offense records, Jennings will be replaced not with a single 
individual but with a new offense. Gone is last year’s I. Enter 
the Winged-T with a more balanced, exciting attack. 
Jennings carried the ball on over 50% of all of the Scarlet’s 
rushing plays in 1973. 

“Hopefully, we can win while we're getting our units in 
order,” says Burns, “but there’s no denying that we will miss 
the seniors, many of whom were regulars for three years.” 

Quarterback is a position with no sure bets for the starting 
nod. There are two senior lettermen, Steve Havran and John 
Piccirillo who should have an edge, though. Havran started 
four games in 1973 and Piccirillo passed for 200 yards 
against Air Force in his only start. Piccirillo averaged 38 
yards as the Scarlet’s regular punter last year, but if he is 
tapped as the starting quarterback, he may be rested as 
punter in favor of Steve Simek, another quarterback 
Who'll replace “JJ” candidate. 

Bert Kosup, who helped guide the sub-varsity to an 8-1 record, missed spring 
drills while playing baseball, but coaches still like his chances of taking the number 
one QB spot come fall practice. Another sub-varsity performer, John Danowski, is 
in the picture. , ; 

Andy Tighe, a guard who was named to the All-East team along with Jennings in 
his Junior season, is one of the offensive front’s key losses. Dale Sipos, a 1972 
letterman, is slated for Tighe’s old berth. The only other experienced linemen will 
be centers Bruce Montigney and Andy Zdobylak and guard Art Thompson. 
Lettermen Jerry Guglielmo and Dave Norton, a junior and senior respectively, are 
the top tackle candidates. Tight end is wide open. 

Tighe will also be missed as the number two scorer behind Jennings. He kicked 
points after and field goals, and although this assignment will not be settled until 
the fall, Kosup may geta chance to use his toe. If not Kosup, senior cornerback Andy 
Farkas could be the man. Farkas has been practicing to improve his accuracy on 
long range field goals and is consistent on PAT’s. 

‘The defense looks sound with six returning starters and lettermen at all but one 
position, that being middle guard, a new position in the scheme that replaces the 
middle linebacker slot. 

“We have 21 returning lettermen, although some of them didn’t play enough for 
us to consider them experienced,” Burns says. “We are going to have to depend on 
some of the graduates of the sub-yarsity to step in and mature in a hurry. 
Outstanding freshmen will have a chance to play regularly.” 


By his own admission, Burns was very satisfied with the past recruiting season. 
Concentrating on retaining some of the Garden State’s wealth of high school talent, 
the Rutgers coaching staff signed 22 of its 24 scholarship recipients in New Jersey. 
“Among the men we’ve recruited this year.” Burns says proudly, “‘are a number we 
feel are of the calibre to play immediately for us.” 

Spring practice, which is used generally to determine who plays where the best, 
was something of an enigma to the coaches because of the high number of injuries, 
especially to the offensive line candidates, and the absences of several athletes 
involved in spring sports. Thus, the final assessment of personnel will come this fall 
. .. at The Peddie School. 

The stars of 1974 could be Ed Jones and Tony Pawlik, both outstanding defensive 
backs. Jones, a one-time tailback who prefers defense, is a gifted senior cornerback 
who complains when the opposition doesn’t throw his way. Pawlik, a senior free 
safety, was second nationally in interceptions in 1973. Jones and Pawlik were 
among the 15 Scarlet Knights that contributed to a school record 27 interceptions. 

Among the returning regulars are defensive ends Nate Toran and Dwight 
Lipscomb and linebackers Tom Holmes and Andy Mazer, who started at strong 
safety last fall. Toran is a sophomore, Lipscomb and Holmes are juniors and Mazer 
is a senior. 

Sophomore John Alexander and senior Paul Krasnavage loom as starters at 
defensive tackle and middle guard will be manned by Steve Hoffman, a junior. 

George McLaren will take Mazer’s place at strong safety and Andy Farkas will be 
moved up as a first line cornerback. Both McLaren and Farkas are seniors. 

Bill Bolash, who ran, caught and blocked well from his flanker position last year, 
has been moved to halfback. The senior letterman is the only starter returning to the 
1974 backfield. The other starters will come from among Curt Edwards, a junior 
fullback who played behind Jennings at tailback and was the leading rusher in the 
spring game; senior Paul Marcus, an experienced fullback; power running Jeff 
Greczyn, a sophomore fullback; and sophomore speedster Mark Twitty at halfback. 

The 11-game schedule presents Burns’ men with both a challenge and an 
incentive. It gets underway with three straight road games before the first of five 
home contests. Air Force will be the top attraction on the home slate and a season 
finale at Hawaii will highlight the away schedule. William and Mary returns to the 
schedule after an absence of 17 years. 

“We'll have to work very hard to have a good record,” says Burns. “but we’ve had 
great enthusiasm and dedication from our athletes. Despite our losses in personnel, 
I’m confident that we’re going to keep our program moving forward in 1974.”

FRANK BURNS 
Head Football Coach 


‘The man at the head of the Rutgers football program is 23 
years experienced as a coach, and his first association with 
Scarlet football dates back 27 years. He quarterbacked the 
“Golden Era’ teams of the late forties, coached Rutgers 
quarterbacks to records surpassing his own, and as the head 
coach for the first time last year, directed the Scarlet to another 
of its winning seasons. 

This man is Frank Burns, completely in control of the 
program but unpretentious about his role as head, completely 
dedicated to making Rutgers a powerful team composed of 
Garden State men. Burns is a man of accomplishment but, at 
the same time, a man of modesty. His coaches and his players 
respect and admire him for these reasons. 

As a quarterback at Rutgers from 1945 through 1948, he established passing records, picking 
up the nickname, “‘Flinging Frank.” He was selected to the All-East team twice, received 
honorable mention on most of the All-America teams, played in the 1949 East-West Shrine 
game and was named the “Most Valuable Player” in the New York Herald-Tribune All-Star 
Game, 

‘The teams he directed as a quarterback and linebacker compiled 27 wins out of 34 contests. 

“The one thing I remember strongly about the teams I played on,” relates Burns, ‘‘is that we 
never felt we would lose. We had a great attitude toward winning.” 

‘That's the same sort of philosophy he hopes to instill in today's. players. But he also believes 
that the “winning” confidence comes through hard work and concentration on details. His 
appreciate this fact and know that he will be consistent in the administration of the 

policy. 

His previous coaching assignments at Rutgers were as freshman coach (1949-50), freshman 
head coach (1953-54), varsity backfield coach (1955-56 and 1961-67) and offensive coordinator 
and associate head coach under John Bateman (1968-72). In between, he served in 1951 and 
s head coach of Johns Hopkins, at the time one of the youngest head coaches in the 
ation at 23, and following the 1956 season, he took over as head coach at Chatham (NJ) High 
School, a school which had not been represented in football in 25 years. 

Known for his prowness as an offensive player and coach, he surprised one writer last year by 
saying that if he had played at the time of two platoon football, he would have preferred 
playing on defense. In fact, he was named MVP in the 1949 College All-Star game with NFL 
champion N.Y. Giants for his 17 tackles asa linebacker. The All-Stars won, by the way, 28-13. 

Burns was also an outstanding catcher for the Scarlet baseball teams. 

Following his graduation, he played professional football briefly before returning to coach 
at Rutgers. 

A native of Roselle Park, Burns, a widower, resides in Berkeley Heights. He has three 
children, Frank, Jr., 22, a recent graduate of Nichols College and a Division III college 
quarterback, All-East, Thomas, 20, a student at Rutgers; and Barbara Jean, 18, a recent 
graduate of Governor Livingston High School. 


SPERANZA 


ROBERT NASO 
Defensive Coordinator 


Bob captained his Sewanhaka High School football and lacrosse teams and has had the 
great athletic fortune to be involved impressively in the two sports since that time. AtRutgers, 
he was a gifted lacrosse player, earning second team All-America honors as a midfielder and 
playing center and blocking back on the single wing football teams from 1956 to 1958. His 
coaching career began immediately — as the Scarlet lightweight coach and lacrosse assistant 
and, after a brief stint in the Army, as varsity lacrosse coach and head of the freshman football 
program in 1961, His frosh football record for three seasons was 1 1-4-1 and, following four 
years as defensive coach, he assumed his current post as defensive coordinator in 1968. 
Reliquishing his lacrosse duties last spring after 15 seasons and a 95-59-1 career record, Naso 
can view with pride the production of teams that were frequently ranked in the top ten 
nationally. He served three times as assistant coach of the North team in the annual North- 
South lacrosse game and, in 1969, as head coach. Naso, his wife, Carol, and their three 
daughters, Andrea, 13; Cynthia, 10; and Felicia, 6, live in Piscataway. 


BILL SPERANZA 
Offensive Backs Coach 


Bill has experienced perfect records both as a player and as a coach and in his first season as 
director of Rutgers offensive backfield had the happy fortune of letting ‘JJ’ Jennings loose 
every weekend. It’s unlike the young coach to wantany credit for the achievement of last year’s 
national scoring leader, but its also certain that Bill and “JJ” spenta lot of time together. A 
1962 Rutgers alumnus, Speranza was the starting signalcaller on the Scarlet’s undefeated team 
of 1961 and gathered note as a “gameplan quarterback.” In two of his seasons as freshman 
coach, Rutgers had perfect 5-0 records, in 1965 and 1967, his game plans producing a 15-5 
mark. Bill took charge of the defensive backs in 1968 and his crews enjoyed exemplary success. 
As a Scarlet athlete, Speranza played on football teams that compiled 24 victories in 27 games 
and, as a baseball catcher and outfielder, helped his squads toa 40-14 mark. The Phillipsburg, 
Pa., native, who underwent conversion from a single wing tailback to a T-formation QB, is 
coaching the winged T after a year as an I-man. It figures that he will continue to do well. Bill 
and his wife, Linda, live in Somerville. 


JAMES TAIGIA 
Offensive Line Coach 


“Chief” picked up the nickname as a hard-nosed ex-sailor on the fine post-war teams of the 
late forties, teams led by Frank Burns, and Scarlet linemen since 1968 have continued its use 
out of respect for his chiefly wisdom and insistent methods. An extensive scholastic coaching 
career preceded Taigia’s appointment at Rutgers. The long-time resident of Highland Park 
served initially at Rahway, then at Piscataway, at Hillside and returned to Rahway for two 
seasons before coming to the Rutgers staff. “Chief” has the knack of stimulating young 
linemen to giving everything in the sometimes unsung task of blocking. Like others on the 
Scarlet staff, Taigia likes to take to the golf links, often with short pants of unbelievable colors.

Defensive Back Coach 


As a Scarlet player, Pete was considered a potentially outstanding coach and his recognition 
as the first recipient of the New Brunswick Touchdown Club Trophy confirmed the impact 
his performance, leadership and dedication had on his teammates. That award followed a 
three-year Rutgers career in which he saw service as a quarterback, wide receiver and defensive 
halfback. In his four coaching years at his alma mater (he missed the 1970 season due to his 
military committment), Pete continues to have great rapport with men who play football. A 
resident of Belle Mead, Pete starred at quarterback for Perth Amboy High, where he also 
played basketball and baseball and was a member of the track team. At the close of his senior 
season at Rutgers, Pete was named as a freshman assistant, in 1969, spent six months in the 
Army and returned as head frosh coach for two years, winning seven of 13 games. Last season, 
he became the varsity defensive backfield coach. His crew intercepted 27 passes to set a Scarlet 
record. Pete and wife Jill have a daughter, Suzanne Gail, 114. 


TED COTTRELL 
Defensive Line Coach 


Having split four seasons professionally with the Adanta Falcons and the Winnipeg Blue 
Bombers as a linebacker, Ted has cast Canadian and southern soil aside and teaches possession 
of Rutgers territory. Last year’s defensive line was quickly won over by Ted’s winning 
personality (helped some, perhaps, by Ted’s imposing size) and his tactics were readily 
adopted. A task master who spreads rewards tactfully, Cottrell enters his second season at 
Rutgers after serving for a season as assistant football coach and track coach at his alma mater, 
Delaware Valley College, where he won All-Middle Atlantic Conference honors three times, 
1966-67-68. He was selected to the college division second team All-American team in 1967. 
The Scarlet defensive line is traditionally one of the closest knit of the units during the football 
season and Cottrell faithfully maintained the custom in his debut. A factor is his direction of 
calisthenics, aimed specifically at his defense, the members of which complete the exercises 
with much vocal support. He will be the leader of a youth movement this fall, a job he 
approaches with fine dedication.

Entering his second year as director of Rutgers’ 23- 
sport athletic program, Fred Gruninger is continuing

Beautiful Rutgers Stadium has been a kind home to the Scarlet Knights as is 
evidenced by the 71% winning edge in games played there. It was dedicated 
November 5, 1938 with a 20-18 win over Princeton, Rutgers’ first win over the 
Tigers since the nation’s first intercollegiate game in 1869, which incidentally was 
played in New Brunswick. 

Thirty-six football seasons have passed since its completion, and Rutgers 
Stadium has experienced 26 winning home seasons . . . not a bad record. 

Over the years, 42 colleges and three service teams have visited the tree-lined bowl, 
and this year the Air Force team will be hosted for the first time. The Falcons could 
be playing in frontof as many as 31,000 fans when they travel to The Banks, October 
26 (23,000 permanent seats and 8,000 temporary). 

Rutgers Stadium has been the site of many activities other than football over the 
years, though. The IC4A, Metropolitan and national AAU track meets have been 
held there in the past and last spring it was the site of the NCAA Division I Lacrosse 
Championship. Commencement ceremonies for the University have also been held 
on its venerated grounds. 

Construction on the stadium began in 1935 with funds from the federal Works 
Progress Administration and Rutgers. Some 160,000 cubic yards of earth were taken 
from a narrow ravine at the site in Piscataway, and today the East and West stands 
are situated along the original sides of that ravine. 
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DID YOU KNOW ...? 


Of this year’s scholarship freshmen at Rutgers, 22 of 24 are from New Jersey. Almost 
60% of the players on the 1974 pre-season roster are residents of the Garden State. 


“JJ” Jennings, last year’s collegiate scoring leader and Rutgers’ record-setter, was 
the World Football League’s inaugural “‘Player-of-theWeek.”’ 


Rutgers has won 71% of all games played on its home field, Rutgers Stadium, and 
has had eight undefeated home seasons (including two ties). 


Senior Tony Pawlik was the second leading pass-interceptor in the nation last year 
with eight and needs but three this year to better the career record of 14 held by John 
Pollock (1966-68). 


Five Rutgers’ graduates are currently active in professional football. RB ‘‘JJ” 
Jennings '74 is a star with the Memphis Southmen (WFL), FB Steve Ferrughelli ’71 
is a starter with the Montreal Alouettes (CFL), QB Mike Yancheff is with the 
Philadelphia Bell (WFL), QB Leo Gasienica '73 was traded this summer by the N.Y. 
Giants to the Pittsburgh Steelers (NFL), and G. Andy Tighe '74 joined with the 
N.Y, Jets (NFL) during pre-season drills as a free agent. 


1974 marks the 105th anniversary of Rutgers football. The first inter-collegiate 
football game, recognized nationwide, was played Nov. 6, 1869 in New Brunswick 
between Rutgers and Princeton. The Scarlet won the game, six goals to four. 


Rutgers’ only undefeated, untied season was in 196] when, under John Bateman, 
the Scarlet Knights won nine. 


Twelve of Rutgers’ 17 head coaches since 1900 have had winning records. 


The late Homer Hazel '25, an All-American in 1923 and 1924, was named to the 
National Football Foundation Hall of Fame in 1951. 


Paul Robeson ’19, was Rutgers first All-American, a consensus pick as an end in 
1917 and 1918. Alex Kroll ’62, a unanimous pick as a center in 1961, was the last 
Rutgers player so honored. 


The Scarlet football team will play its first game outside of the continental United 
States this fall as coach Frank Burns leads Rutgers to Honolulu, Hawaii, for a 
contest with the Rainbow Warriors of the University of Hawaii. 


Rutgers will be playing in two trophy games this fall, The Centennial Trophy with 
Princeton and The Colgate-Rutgers Cup game with the Red Raiders. 


After utilizing the “I’’ offense for three years, the Scarlet Knights will be operating 
out of a Winged-T set this year, thus becoming one of 16 major university teams 
changing from the “I.”

RUTGERS’ ALL-AMERICANS 


Four Rutgers players have been named All-Americans by nationally recognized selection 
agencies. They are Paul Robeson, the late Homer Hazel, Bill Austin and Alex Kroll. 

Robeson, recently honored by the University with an honorary degree as Doctor of Humane 
Letters, was the first Rutgers All-American and the third black athlete to be selected. Now 76 
and living in Philadelphia, the internationally known actor and concert artist was named by 
Walter Camp in 1917 and 1918 but remains the only two-time honoree not inducted into the 
Hall of Fame. Robeson, named as an end, also played other positions on offense and defense 
and earned Scarlet letters in four sports. Academically, he was Phi Beta Kappa. 

Hazel, a Hall of Famer who died in 1968, was selected in 1923 as an end and in 1924 asa 
fullback by Walter Camp. An all-round performer, Hazel played football at Rutgers only in 
those two seasons and was largely responsible for successive 7-1-1 records under Foster Sanford 
and Jack Wallace. Voted into the Hall of Fame in 1951, Hazel made his last public appearance 
at Rutgers at the Delaware game in 1967. (His visit in 1958 is recorded in a picture with 
Austin.) 

Austin was named to the Associated Press’ first All-America backfield in 1958 after 
captaining the Scarlet to an 8-1 record. Austin was a thrilling and exceptionally talented 
player and still owns the Rutgers total yardage marks for a game (305) and career (3,066). He is 
second on the career interception list with 13. 

Kroll, a 1961 selection when he earned first team ranking on seven of nine nationally-named 
teams, distinguished himself as a blocker and leader in the second of two seasons he played at 
Rutgers. The Scarlet record for Kroll’s years was 17-1, the last 12 wins coming in a row and 
bringing Rutgers its only undefeated season. Kroll captained the unbeaten, 9-0, 1961 squad.

The State University of New Jersey 


Rutgers, The State University of New Jersey, is 
one of the major universities in this country with 
more than 40,000 students enrolled at its New 
Brunswick, Newark and Camden Campuses. 

Designated a state university in 1945 by the 
New Jersey legislature, the school has grown to 
become the 16th largest in the nation and become 
more varied in its educational offerings (there are 
over 100 programs of study offered) and more 
active in research (during 1972-73 almost 15.5 
million was spent on research and training). 

This year, with a decrease in applications for college admission in some 
sectors of the country, Rutgers showed the largest increase in applications 
among all state universities and land grant colleges. 

There are now more than 90,000 living alumni of whom more than 
50,000 are residents of the Garden State. Slightly more than 90 per cent of 
the current co-educational enrollment resides in the state, so it is clear that 
Rutgers is fulfilling its mission as a state university under the direction of 
Dr. Edward J. Bloustein, the university’s 17th president now in his third 
year. 

Yet, as modern and progressive as the University is today, it can recall its 
founding as Queens College under a charter of England’s King George III 
in 1766. During the subsequent 208 years, Rutgers has undergone many 
changes. One under the auspices of the Dutch Reformed Church, the 
school took its present name in 1825 from Colonel Henry Rutgers, a 
philanthropist. It became the Land Grant College of New Jersey in 1864, 
repealing at the time its church relationship. 

Most of the early Rutgers students prepared for the ministry and 
teaching, but today virtually every conceivable course of study is available. 

In New Brunswick and neighboring Piscataway where much of the 
campus is located, are more than 16,000 students. 

In New Brunswick-Piscataway, the undergraduate complex is comprised 
of four multi-purpose colleges — Rutgers, Livingston, Cook and Douglass 
— and two professional schools — The College of Engineering and The 
College of Pharmacy. Cook College includes the academic areas formerly 
presented through the College of Agriculture and Environmental Science. 

Scarlet Knight football players may take classes at any of these colleges or 
professional schools.
